And 
as ſome very ſingular Occurrences happen'd in the Court of Gover- 
nours, I ſhall juſt touch upon a few Particulars, without making 
any perſonal Reflections, and ſhall leave the Whole to the Determi- 

nation of your Judgment and Candour. | 
At a Court of Governours, held in November 173 4. a certain 
Perſon produced: Mr. Stran es Opinion, which had been taken in 
relation to the Election of Governours after the Diviſion of the

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Pariſh Nu the Act of Parliament, and which was chonght, by the 
of the to differ in ſome Reſpects, from an Opinion of Mr 
Ryger's, which bad been alſo taken upon the ſame Queſtion ; 
whereupon I was defirec to fetch Mr Ryder's Opinion into Court, 
the ſame having been left with me. When the Court was over, I 


took Mr Ryder's Opinion away with me, not having been aſk” d 


by any one Gentleman to leave it. 

At a Court of Governours, held the third Day of December 173 4, 
the following Order was made, VIS, 

Order d, That Mr Leigh do lay BoTy the Counſel's Opinions, 


* read laſt Court-day, before this Court, in order that the ſame may 


©& be lock d up, the ſame being demanded of Mr Leigh by the 


40 Warden, and he refuſed to deliver the ſame.“ 


This poſitive Order plainly inſinuated, that I had carried BoTu 
the Counſel's Opinions out of Court : For other wiſe, it cannot be 


ſus poſed that a body of Gentlemen would peremptorily order one 
their Members to do an impoſſible Thing. 


nf another Court of Governours held the 7th of January fol- 


lowing, I offer d ſome Reaſons in Writing, againſt confirming this 


Order which were drawn up in the following Terms, viz.

Perſons, which is not a ſufficient Number to conſtitute a Court, 
drew up and ſigned the following Writing, which was enter'd in 
the Book at a ſubſequent Court, tho' done by the Contrivers when 


they had no longer any Power to act as a Court, and were there-

Memorandum, That Mr Leigh, the late Warden, produced

e made the aft Court, and enter d in the Minute-Book as follows,

© flecting this Court, and the Queſtion being put in relation

Names are hereunto ſubſeribed; upon which Mr — and 


* and —— immediately quitted the Court, and thereby prevented 


any farther Buſineſs to be done tbis Day.” 

Let it be only obſerved here, that they themielves ſay, the 
Perſons withdrawing prevented any farther Buſineſ to be done this 
Day; and at the ſame Time they fit down and draw up a ſcan- 


dalous Libel, ſign it with their own Names, and afterwards enter 


it amongſt the Acts of the Court. This, Lam told, by the learned 
in the Law, is the very Eſſence of a Libel, and that I may eaſily 
obtain Juſtice againſt ſuch injurious Proceedings in a Superiour 
Court. But as I believe this might reſult from Ignorance, I can 
pity their Yeakneſs, as much as I depiſe their Malice. 712951

his Proteſt, and enter his Reaſons for the ſame, Provided 


ſuch Proteſt contain nothing that is ſcandalous or reflecting on the 


e ſaid Court, or any Member thereof; and all Diſputes relating to 


* ſuch Proteſt or Proteſts ſhall be adjudged' by a Majority of the 


Sovernours then preſent.” This paſſed in the Afirmati ve. 

From the carrying of this laſt Queſtion it was very apparent 
that nothing would ever be ſuffered to be enter d there, that ſhould 
in the leaſt derogate from the Judgment of the Majority ; and 
that all Diſſention from the Court's Opinion would moſt certainly 
be conſtrued” a reflecting upon the Court. Whereupon a certain 
Gentleman offer'd the following Reaſons in Writing, in ſupport of 
the Conveniency and Neceſſity of the former of the two Que- 
ſtions, v2. 
1. In all Corporate Societies, where the Acts of few are bind- 
<< ing upon the Whole, the Liberty of every Member (whoſe 
judgment differs from the preſent Majority) to produce his 
ee Reaſons, and record the ſame, ſeems to be the ONLy Means of

I had been informed by ſome Gentlemen, whoſe Judgment. and: 
Integrity I had Reaſon highly to eſteem, that ſince the Year 1720, 
there appeared by ſeveral Wardens Accounts, to be very large Arrears 
of Rents uncollected; in one Year no leſs than 147 J. 85s. 94. in 
another, 296 /.3s. 10 d. in good Rents, beſide deſperate Debts to 


a conſiderable Sum; and that in the Year 1731, that is to ſay from 


Chriſtmas 1730, to Chriſtmas 1731, an Arrear of good Rents al- 
molt if not altogether equal to any of the former remained uncol- 
lected, tho chiefly owing to the Sickneſs of the then Warden. 
And my immediate Predeceſſor in this Office, a Perſon of good Un- 
derſtanding and Knowledge in Buſineſs, told me, that it had been 
the Practice, for the Warden to order the Clerk to write Letters to 
the Tenants to bring their Rents to the Veſty-hall, for which Let- 
ters 3 J. is allow'd by the Court; but he faid, he had. not done this 
himſelf, and adviſed me not to do it. So hearkning to the good 
Counſel of my Friends, I cauſed my own Servant to write to all 
the Tenants to bring their Rents, and to thoſe who complied not 
with my Letters, I ſent Meſſengers ; and by theſe Means, at the 
Expence of 20 5. all the Rents were collected; {excepting only 
20 f. from one Tenant, and 'g/. 10 5. from another Tenant, 
which latter refuſed Payment becauſe' his Leaſe was not ſigned, 


and he had laid out a conſiderable Sum on the Eſtate. There 
remains indeed a deſperate Debt, which was left me by the 
preceding Warden, that never can be collected, and which will 


appear upon the Account. This my Account was audited by 


four.

four Gentlemen who approved and ſigned it: But when it was 
pteſented to the Court, a certain Gentleman ftood up, and faid 
there was an extraordinary Article, which was 20 5. to ſundry 
Expences in collecting the Rents ; that unleſs I paid it, my Security 
ſhould be ſued. I replied, that as to my Security they might pro- 
ceed as they thought proper, but they muſt not expect it from me. 
I'own I thought this Objection a very ſurprizing one, becauſe I was 
ſenſible they all knew that 40 5s.” was here faved to the Charity in 
the Article of Letters only. What other Expcnees.in collecting 
may have been charged by other Gentlemen, I know not: None 
were charged by me. But to proceed: The Court, to ſhew that 
they believed their Power to be unlimited, made the following 
Entry in their Book, vi. | | | p 

*« Whereas at a Court held the zd of December laſt, the Ac- 
* count of Mr Leigb the late Warden, ſtated and audited, was 
© brought to the Court to be confirmed, upon peruſal of which, 
< (beſides particular Articles of Expence) was at the foot thereof 
an Article of 1/. charged for Expences in collecting the Rents, 
* which being an unuſual, and, as the Court thought, an unjuſti- 
<« fiable Article, difallow'd it; at a Subſequent Court held the 7th 
<« of January, upon reading the preceding Minutes Mr Leigh ob- 
<« jected againſt the ſaid Order, and, upon debating it, declared, 
<« that he would not pay the 1 J. unleſs compelled by Law; up- 
% on which the Court thought it adviſeable, and for the Benefit 
© of the CHARITY, to allow it him, rather than contend it at 
Law; and accordingly diſannulled the Order, and allow'd his 
&« Account: But to prevent the ill Conſequences of ſuch a Precedent 
te for the future, it is hereby order'd, that no Expence ſhall be al- 
* lowd'to any ſucceeding Warden, but what has been cuſtomarily 
“e allowd as will appear per the former Accounts enter d in the Ac- 
* count Book belonging to the Court of Governors. 
Is it caſy to ſay what Spirit ſuch Men are of? Men, who can order 
that 3 J. at leaſt, of the Poor's Monies ſhall be expended, when their 
own Eyes behold that 20 s, will do the Buſineſs. And what is very re- 
markable is, that the Word Ca ariTy appears in the Body of 
this Order. It might, methinks, have been expected that ſuch ri- 
gorous Inqu iſitors would have laid their Finger upon one 8

which J am conſcious, in ſtrict Severity of Juſtice, I could not 
have juſtified, and that is the Expence of 1% /. 18 s. at the Ta- 
verns, but this being no way in collecting the Rents, nor any way 
in promoting the Charity, it was taken no Notice of within Doors; 
how it may be judged of without, I muſt ſubmit to your equitable 
Deciſion: Only let this be remembered, that I ſhould not have 
wanted Precedents to have- ſecured. me from Cenſure, if I had ex- 
pended a much greater Sum in Tavern Reckonings. N 

And now, Gentlemen, I leave the whole before you; as Lon aim 


at my own Juſtification, I haye avoided mentioning any particular 
Perſon. And Thall hereafter think with Pleaſure upon the little 


Affronts I have received upon this Occaſion, if this Treatment, 
which has cauſed my printing this Year's Account, ſhould intro- 
| duce ſo laudable a Cuſtom as the Annual Publication of the Wars 
den's Accounts for the future. For by this Means I am perſwaded, 
all unneceſſary Expences will be-annually leflened, and tlie Patiſhio- 
ners will, with great Satisfaction, ſee, that the Eſtate the Go 
vernors are entruſted with, is employ'd to no other Purpoſe than 
what was intended by our — and by W truly Great 
Tvincel: who firſt ne our Charter.
